Falſehood, and whoſe Heart is dilated and warm'd with 
the genuine delightful Aﬀections of Humane Nature, 
unperverted by the baneful  Prejudices or Superſti- 
tions of a Party ; to every ſuch Man, it muſt unavoid- 
ably, in all Ages, be a Matter of Concern, (not leſs 
tender affectionate and zealous than that which animated

in favour of Laws, Liberty and Conſcience; and to ex-

themſelves, by the ſeaſonable and moſt honourable Succeſſi- 
on to the Britiſh Throne, of the preſent truely proteſtant 
and illuſtrious Royal Family :—— Whoſe Love of Liberty, 
and hearty Affection to Proteſtantiſm, had been eminent!

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know have been 1 contemned and trampled up- 


on, by ſome of our home=bred popiſhly- affected Tyrants) 
have never been treated, or ſpoken of, by our Hanoverian, 
Brave, and proteſtant Princes, as mere Matters of Form, de- 
figned or ſubject to be twiſted, ſtrain'd or moulded, ac- 
cording to the Pleaſure of a ſingle Will: but, thoſe
